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Russ Shell Kharkov’s Outskirts 


Key Point 
Wiped Out 
In Battle | 


LONDON, May 21. — 
(BUP) — The Berlin radio 
admitted late today that 
Russian artillery has be- 
gun shelling the environs 
of Kharkov. The German 
report said the outskirts of 
the city were brought un- 
der Soviet shellfire yester- 
day. This Nazi admission 
follows a Russian report 
that portions of the south- 
ern outskirts of Kharkov 
had been set ablaze.

MOSCOW, May 21.~(AP)—The 
Red army's drive toward Kharkov 
was reported today to have over- 
run a key German stronghold in a 
smashing six-mile advance which 
carried the fighting through the 
main Nazi lines into open country 
where only enemy troops and pill- 
boxes blocked the way. 

Red Star said that after the ad- 
vance in which the garrison of the 
Nazi strongpoint was wiped out in 
a fierce 40-minute fight the battle 
was carried for the most part into 
“open fields and populated places 
unprotected by any fortifications.” 

Reporting success of the sud- 
den new surge in this sector, Red 
Star, mouthpiece of the Russian 
army, declared the strongpoint 
was one the Germans had sought 
to hold at any cost, 

At the same time,

GUERILLA “VicTrorr’ ~~" 

Pravda reported guerillas had 
recaptured one importdnt city of 
several thousand inhabitants deep 
in White Russia, driving out Ger- 
mans who had held the community 
for four months and beating off a 
strong German force which at- 
tempted to reoccupy positions there 
in a dawn-to-dusk battle. 

A Russian communique made 
no specific claim of further Red 
army gains in the drive to re- 
eapture the Kharkov industrial 
centre, but declared that “during 
the night of May 20-21 our troops 
continued offensive battles in the 
Kharkoy direction.” 

It said “the Germans, disregard- 
ing enormous losses, have made 
counter attacks attempting to hold 
up the offensive of our troops,” but 
added, “these attempts of the en- 
emy are being defeated... .”

Pressed for further, com- 
ment, he stated he had made no

Youth Char ged 
Father's Murder 
On Killam Farm 


Bruce Ingold, 17-year-old foster 
son of Eli C. Morgan, Killam far- 
mer, whose body was found buried 
in a plowed field Tuesday, was 
formally chargéd with murder, 
following the autopsy performed 
on Morgan's body Wednesday. 
The post mortem, performed by 
Dr. John Macgregor, University of 
Alberta pathologist at Killam, indi- 
cated that Morgan had been shot 
twice with a .22 calibre rifle. 

One bullet entéred the back of, his 
neck and the other his right side. 

Ingold was forinally charged with 
murder by R.C.M.P. of the Har- 

disty detachment, immediately after 
the results of the autopsy were an- 
nounced Wednesday evening. 

He was remanded for trial on 
May 29. 

Earlier reports indicated that 
Bruce was 18 years old, but it was 
revealed by the Alberta children’s 
welfare department that he will not 
be 18 till August. 


JUVENILE AGE 

This places Ingold within the juv- 
enile age limit and as a result Bruce 
appeared before the juvenile court 
at Camrose on Wednesday. He was 
remanded to custody of the regular 
police court then brought to Ed- 
monton, 

Though the Morgans: had never 
legally adopted Bruce as_ their 
foster son, yet he has lived with 
them and been known as their 
foster son, for the past four years. 
mother is dead and the 
whereabouts of his father has not 
been known for about four years. 

Bruce was a ward of the welfare 
department prior to his departure 
to live with the Morgans. An of- 
ficial of the department arrived 
at Kirkland shortly before Morgan's 
body was found. Morgan will be 
buried at Killam at 2 p.m, Friday.

Listeners to Goering’s radio 
speech in this country noted that it 
was received with coldness by the 
thousands of armament workers 
who were direct auditors. 

Frequently Goering paused for 
applause, and was forced ta re- 
sume amid dead silence. 

Goering told Germans that the 
war was a terrible one. 

He went even farther than had 
other Nazis in describing the ter- 


rors of the winter campaign in 
Russia. 
But great as the sufferings of 


the common soldier, Goering said, 
Adolf Hitler had suffered too— 
mentally. 


CHUNGKING, May 21.— 
(AP)—Japanese troops have 
been landed near Foechow, 
chief port and capital of the 
east coast province of Fu- 
kien, and have engaged in 
heavy fighting with Chinese 
forces, the Chinese high 
command announced today. 

The invading force was carried 
aboard a dozen transports, which 
made their way up the Min river 
to a point near the city. 

The descent on Foochow, & city 
of 400,000 and largest port between 
Shanghai and Hong Kong, was a 
southward extension in the series 
of Japanese attacks which is assum- 
ing the character of a major offen- 
sive, perhaps intended to knock 
China out of the war. 


AFTER AIR BASES 


Koochow was blockaded and 
bombed by the Japanese in June, 
1939. In April, 1941, they invaded 


the city anf moved inland along the 
river, but met stubborn Chinese re- 
Sistance and finally withdrew last 
September. 


The new invasion was coupled 
with a long drive southward in 
Chekiang province, south of 
Shanghai, in a determined effort 
to conquer that zone in’ which 
supposed air bases are a threat to 
Tokyo, 


In the far west in Yunnan pro- 
vince, the Chinese reported they 
had recaptured Kalanchai, key 
point on the Lungkiankiao-Teng- 
yeuh highway, and seized large 
quantities of Japanese war sup- 


plies. There was no change in the 
positions along the Burma road 
west of the Salween river, and the 
Chinese said the Yunnan front was 
becoming stabilized.

The Germans apparently

The outcome of this highly-im- 
portant battle therefore still is un- 
certain, but it seems increasingly 
probable that Timoshenko has 
thrown a monkey wrench into Hit- 
ler's plans for invading the Cau- 
casus.

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Hoover Urges Dictatorial Powers Be Given Roosevelt 


Former President Asserts 
Fascist Economic Measure 


Is Required In Total War 


NEW YORK, May 21.— 


(AP)—Herbert Hoover said 


last night that if the United States is to win the war Presi- 


dent Roosevelt “must have dictatorial economic power” be- | 
cause he said “plain Fascist economics” is necessary to| 


triumph in total war. 


“There must be no hesitation in 
giving them to him and uphold- 
ing him in them,” the former 
president said. “Moreover, we 
must expect a steady decrease in 
economic freedom as the war goes 
or, 


“We must start our thinking with | 


a disagreeable, cold, hard fact. That 
is, the economic measure necessary 


to win total war are just plain Fase | 


vist economics.” 
MORE FREEDOM 


Speaking on’ “the limitations on 
freedom in wat,” Hoover told the 
National Industrial Conferenge 


Board, lne., a research organization, 
that “from philosophical viewpoint” 
he would like to see “the sixth cole 
umnists given a little more liberty.” 

He defined sixth columnists as 
“ones who discuss the war or spec- 
ulate or even criticize in private 
conversations.” 

In other addresses Undersecre- 
tary of War Robert P. Patterson 
predicted hit-and-run enemy at- 
tagks upon American war plants 
and Paul V. McNutt, federal se- 
curity administrator, forecast « 
total of 22,500,000 soldiers and war 
workers by the end of 1943, 

Patterson said the United States 
is winning the production war, but 
“we must win the war upon our sec 
ond front—the front of transporta- 
tion.” 

David Willis, director of informa- 
tion of the British Supply Council 
of North America, said: ’ 

“During and after this war,| 
America and England must stand 
together to meet the problems of 
both nations together, And it would 
be best to declare and identify our | 
common _ principles—beyond the | 
terms of the Atlantic charter. 


THREE PRINCIPLES 
Willis said that after the war. he 


believed Britain and the United 
States should declare these three | 
principles: 

J—Free movement of goods | 


without tariff walls; 

2 —A single currency; 

3—Free movement of peoples. 

In urging more freedom for criti- 
cism Hoover said: “Moral limita- 
tions on the liberty to ‘smear’ 
should be increased drastically as 
a war measure.” 

But meither congress nor the 
public, he said, should be criticized 
for exposing mistakes and wrong- 

doing in conduct of the war on the 
ground that such exposure lowers 
orale, 

He continued: 

“It ts not the action of Congress 
in exposing these things that low- 
ers morale; it is not the action of 
criticism by citizens that lowers it. 

It is the terrible stuff that is ex- 
posed which lowers morale.” 

Hoover said economic freedoms 
must suffer most by she war but 
stressed the need to keep personal 
liberties alive. 

3 MAJOR TASKS 

Asserting the three major tasks 

before this country are winning the 


war and, after the war, securing 
“recovery of suspended liberties” 
and “lasting peace," he added to 
these ends three suggestions of his 
own: 

1—A “more definite’ war coun- 
cil embracing in its membership the 
civilian heads of the great war 
agencies. 

3--To “think out" now post-war 
economic reconstruction, preparing 
for it by objective research and 
public debate. 

S3—Preparedness for peace 


through “setting up of moral, intel 
lectual, economic and political 
forces over the whole world which 
will produce and hold peace.”

‘Timber Blaze 
Being Battled 
| At Whitecourt 


A crew of 45 men using three 


old slashing fire 12 miles due 
| north of Whitecourt, T. F, Blef- 
gen, provincial director of for- 
estry, reported Thursday. 

The blaze, which is eating 
through old slashing left from tim- 
ber-cutting operations, was report- 
ed Wednesday and the forestry 
branch immediately sent out two 
more pumps to be used with the 
one already in operation at the 
fire. 

While up to noon Thursday he 
‘had not received any definite re- 
port on the size of the fire, he did 
not believe it was extensive, Mr. 
Blefgen said. The extreme dry 
weather of the past few weeks had 
increased the fire hazard, he de- 
clared in urging settlers aind travel. 
lers to observe all fire precautions 
possible in the timber areas. 


ONLY ONE REPORTED 

The forestry director said the 
Whitecourt fire was the only one 
reported so far in the province. “We 
have been extremely fortunate so 
far this year, but this situation will 
continue only if proper care is ob- 
served by all persons who reside in 
or travel through the bush country;” 
he said. 

Asked whether his branch was 
considering promoting the organ- 
ization of junior fire wardens, 
similar to groups of youths work- 
ing on forest protection in B.C., 
Mr. Blefgen said the nature of 
timbered tracts in Alberta did not 
make this plan feasible at the pre- 
sent time. » 

He pointed out that the heavy 
timber areas in Alberta were some 
distance from settlements, while 
in B.C, the junior wardens could do 
effective work without going far 
from their homes, | 


“A project of this kind is very 
commendable,” Mr, Blefgen said. 
“In Alberta the Boy Scouts give 
us some assistance in forest pro- 
tection.”

Potential Air 
Power Of Allies

OTTAWA, May 21.—The Ottawa 
air training conference has com- 
pleted a detailed survey of poten- 
tial air power represented in the 
United Nations in attendance, it 
is understood, and while the result 
is highly confidential, it is be- 
lieved to represent at least three 
times the maximum air strength 
of the Axis enemies. 

Official delegates, including the 
conference spokesman, Hon. C. G. 
Power, have refused to be drawn 
out on the subject how the air 
power represented this week in Ot- 
tawa lines up with the rest of the 
world. An air training conference, 
it is pointed out, deals with future 
air power and the ways in which it 
will be realized, 

Russia is not represented at the 
Ottawa conference, yet, Russian air 
power is considerable. Combining 
plans believed to be taking shape 
in the air training conference, with 
the Russian capacity for air strength, 
an Overwhelming weight of air 
power on the Allied side of the war 
can be foreseen in the immediate 
future.” Among some observers, the 
belief is found that it already exists.

duration of the war, but suggested that anyone inclined to 
revise previous estimates as to its duration had some rather 
encouraging facts on which to base calculations. 


Mr. Hull asked whether recent Weird B r i i a | 


developments at home and abroad 
had encouraged him to hope that 
victory for the United Nations 
might come sooner than had been 
expected at the beginning of this 
year. 

In reply he cited the steadily in- 
ereasing acceleration of the war 
effort of the United States. He said 
the country’s powers and facilities 
of going forward, first in offensive- 
defence operations and then in out- 
right offensive war, were mounting 
steadily toward a climax. 


NEW CALCULATIONS 

It was only natural, he suggested, 
that any new calculations as to the 
duration of the war should be made 
in light of those facts. 

Mr. Hull's optimistic remarks 
were made against a background of 
reports from Europe indicating that 
German morale is deteriorating, 
that shortages of food and strategic 
materials in Hitler-dominated Eur- 
ope were increasing, that the rising 
fury of British air raids on German 
objectives might soon hit a pace 
of 1,000 planes a night dumping 
bombs on the enemy. 

In reply to questions on the 
situation across the Pacific, Hull 

likewise avoided any sweeping 
predictions. He rejected, however, 
any pessimistic interpretation of 
reports that Japan was about to 
launch an all-out drive te crush 
Chinese resistance. 

If the Chinese continue to fight 
as they have fought in the past five 
years, he said, and eontinue to show 
the same spirit, there is reason to 
be confident that their resistance 
will continue to be successful.

McNaughton Lauds

TORONTO, May 21—(CP)—The 
Canadian Red Cross im Britain does 
many things on behalf of Canada's 
armed forces beyond the reach of 
the formal military and other gov- 
ernmental agencies, Lt.-Gen. A. G 
L. McNaughton said in a recorded 
broadcast over a Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation national net- 
work last night. 

Gen, McNaughton, commander of 
Canada’s army overseas, was appeai- 
ing on behalf of the Red Cross’ 
current drive for $9,000,000. 

Among the additional services 
provided by the Red Cross, he men- 
tioned the library service for troops 
overseas, the handicraft training for 
soldiers convalescing in British hos- 
pitals and the provision of special 
medical equipment not otherwise 
available to the injured. He said the 
Red Cross also provides for prison- 
ers of war. 

“All these services are free,” he 
said. “We cannot do without them 
and we ask that they be continued 
and expanded. as circumstances re- 
quire.”

Wednesday, Private Leslie Ben- 
nett, 23-year-old son of the ac- 
cused, was the principal witness, 
He was on the stand two and q half 
hours straight under a gruelling 
examination. 

His testimony revealed that at 


about 11:00 pm. of August 1, the | 


day of the alleged slaying, Leslie's 
father had gone to the bunkhouse 
where*he and Howard were sleep- 
ing aNd had woke the former lad 
up saying “that he had a job for 
him to do—to help bury DeVitt.” 

“What did you do then?” “We 
went to a brush pile south of the 
house with shovels anf started dig- 
ging a hole.” 

“What kind of a hole?”,."Six feet 
long, two feet wide and about five 
feet deep.” 

“Then what?” “We went back 
to the house and to the north side 
of the house to an oat field where 
the body was lying on a barn 
door. We then got hold of the 
door at each end and carried it 
down to the hole. Dad pulled 
some papers out of the hip pocket 
of DeVitt’s trousers and threw 
them into the grave.” 

“Could you see his face—could 
you recognize him from his face 
as DeVitt?"” Defence counsel object- 
ed to the question. 

“Did you recognize, the body?” 
“Yes,” 

“Who was it?” “Theodore DeVitt.” 
“Then what happened?” “We 
tipped the door and rolled DeVitt 
into the grave. The old man 
straightened out the body a little 
bit and then started to fill tne hole, 
We both covered him up.” 
“Then what” “We threw some 
brush over it and then went back 
to the house and had some lunch. 
Mother was there at the time, 
“Dad said to them then that if 
we ever mentioned anything about 
it afterwards—that we would be 
sorry for it.” 

“What did you do the next day?” 
“I washed the blood off the door.” 

“Did you do anything else to the 
door?” “Yes, I chopped off some 
chips from the door, where blood 
had soaked in.” 

Tuesday's testimony stated that 
Leslie’s brother, Howard, had chop- 
ped the chips off the door,

Witness further revealed that he 
had picked up a lot of dirt and 
blood the following day and dump- 
ed it into an old’ well.

The accused had gone up to 
DeVitt's place and buried a lot 
Of DeVitt's belongings so it would 
look like he had moved out.

LEFT SCHOOL EARLY 


Leslie left school at the age of 
sixteen and previous to joining the 
army last year he had worked in 
logging camps with lumber and ties. 

Cross questioned by defence coun- 
sel, Leslie further stated that he 
had often seen DeVitt walking up 
and down the road allowance op- 
posite their home. One day DeVitt, 
he said, had paid a visit to the 
Bennett home, and Leslie had asked 
him why he had come when the 
old man had ordered him off the 
place. DeVitt spoke a few words 
to Mrs. Bennett and another visitor 
and left shortly after. 

“DeVitt used to sit and watch 
and whenever the old man went 
away he used to go into the house. 
He was ordered by all of us boys 
at various times to stay away, 
but we were scared of him,” the 
witness testified. 

“Ever since my sister was shot, 
(the deceased was the wife of De- 
Vitt and died from a bullet wound 
in 1936), several notes were de- 
livered from DeVitt to mother. She 
used to send him milk, butter and 


“How many living now?” “Nine.

I said that 
he would have to change his atti- 
tude, All else I can remember him 
saying at my house was ‘I put De- 
Vitt where he could not bother 
anybody’.”

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Early Buying Will Help 


Albertans are being urged to buy next 
winter's coal early because the demand 
from Ontario will be greater than for 
many years, perhaps greater than it ever 
has been. Exchange rates and the diver- 
sion of United States fuel and labor to war 
industries are basic reasons for the heav- 
jer call upon Alberta mines. Ontario 
householders will not buy coal until the 
weather turns cold. If the mines are to be 
able to handle the larger business satis- 
factorily, early buying by Albertans will be 
necessary. 

Coal-mining is one of the large labor- 
employers of Alberta, and the business 
ranks among the most important factors in 
shaping the economic conditions of the pro- 
vince. If by a distribution of orders the 
mines can be kept working to normal capa- 
city over many months of the year, every 
branch of business will feel the benefit. As 
Alberta coal sells itself once it has been 
tried, it is permanently important that it 
be got into as many Ontario bins next fall 
as possible. These are sound reasons why 
Alberta users should co-operate to the 
extent of doing their buying early. 


Air Superiority Scored Again 


The news has finally been released that 
the splendid C.P.R. liner the Empress of 
Asia was sunk in the furious fighting off 
Sumatra three months ago. Persistent 
rumor had long preceded the announcement 
and the loss belongs to the early history of 
the Pacific war that is not yet six months 
old. It has no direct bearing on recent 
events or on the present situation. 

The Empress was carrying troops to 
Singapore when it was destroyed, troops 
which might have turned the scale there 
or at least have slowed down the course of 
events to the advantage of the Allies. It 
was travelling in a convoy, the other ves- 
sels in which were also carrying troops or 
munitions. 

This lifting of the veil of official se- 
crecy counters the common assumption 
that. little or no attempt was made to get 
reinforcements into Singapore and clears 
the Allied governments of the accusation 
of lacking foresight. The need was fore- 
seen and this relief was sent, but it did not 
arrive. Superior enemy forces, not official 
blindness, was responsible for the failure 
to get more men and equipment into the 
threatened stronghold. 

Again, it was air bombers, not war- 
ships, which did the trick. Like the Re- 
pulse and the Prince of Wales, the Em- 
press fell a victim to Japanese superiority 
in the air. The moral of the affair is 
therefore the same. That superiority, 
which has already been heavily reduced, 
will have to be overcome. “Planes and 
more planes and still more planes’—to re- 
peat the language of Australia’s air min- 
ister—is the formula for turning the tide 
in the South Pacific. 


Spruce Up The Place 


Official clean-up week in Edmonton is 
rather behind time this year, for the clear- 
ing-up process has heen under way for a 
month, off and on. Those who have not 
yet attended to this annual chore had bet- 
ter get busy or they will be conspicuous. 
The need of wielding the rake is, or has 
been, as evident as usual, and the net pro- 
ceeds carted away to the dumping ground 
should amount to a mountain of rubbish by 
the end of the week. 

As for beautification, the argument is 
as strong as in any other spring season. 
though war conditions may restrict opera- 
tions in a good many directions. Buying 
war bonds and savings certificates sets 
bounds to the amount many householders 
can spend on improvements which cost 
money. But the same conditions make 
painting and repairs possible to many who 
in other years have not had the means. On 
balance there may be quite as much done 
in the way of making such improvements 
as in other years. 

Putting one’s premises in order has a 
tonic reaction, which the householder 
needs just now more than ordinarily, Per- 
sonal pride in the shome surroundings 
stimulates confidence that civilization is 
not going to collapse into anarchy or slav- 
ery. Making a garden provides good exer- 
cise for soft muscles, while’it takes the 
mind away from the unpleasant things in 
the news of the day. And if one cannot do 
much else to offset the fearful destruction 
that is going on elsewhere, he contributes 
something to the security and happiness 
of mankind if he grows a few vegetables 
and flowers where weeds would otherwise 
occupy the ground and offend the senses.

The Western Threat Front 


While the enemy is not told how large 
was the latest contingent of United States 
troops landed in Ireland, Berlin will 
rightly interpret the despatches as giving 
it fresh cause for anxiety. No one under- 
stands better than the Nazi general staff 
that the huge force mustering just across 
the Channel is not there only to do garri- 
son duty, It is destined to strike—when 
and where Berlin is left to guess. 

As to “when,” Mr. Hore-Belisha stated 
the sense of the matter in the debate in the 
House of Commons when he said the Gov- 
ernment should not be “hounded” into 


launching a premature offensive because 
the consequences of a failure would be 
serious, The reaction from another Duri- 
kerque would shock public morale at home 
and prestige abroad. When Hitler has dis- 
closed his plans and committed himself 
beyond recall will be the time to strike. 

As to “where”, a military observer at 
London suggested an invasion force of 
20 divisions, or 300,000 men. This recalls 
the words of Bismarck, that if anyone 
started wandering around Europe with an 
army such as Napoleon used to employ he 
would be arrested for disturbing the peace. 
It is fairly certain that if an expeditionary 
force of no more than 20 divisions is con- 
templated it will be landed somewhere else 
than in France, 

Meanwhile the massing of more and 
more troops in Britain means that the 
enemy must mass more and more troops 
all the way from Norway to the boundary 
of Spain. This coast line is more than 
2,000 miles long, and it is everywhere 
threatened. A good many Nazi divisions 
are being held there which could otherwise 
be thrown into the fighting in Russia. 

The larger the mobilization in Britain 
grows, the more enemy soldiers must be 
kept standing useless along the shore gaz- 
ing seaward while their comrades face 
heavy odds and superior generalship on 
the eastern front. 

The Commonwealth Air training plan 
is expected to cost this year $625,462,892, 
part of the cost to be met by Australia and 
New Zealand. Herr Hitler could testify 
that it will be money well spent.

The 
reports may be premature, for Hitler's 
dissatisfied subjects surely know their 
gestapo well enough to keep their views 
to themselves—yet a while. 


The Netherlands radio, Nazi-controlled, 
announces that 24 more leaders in a secret 
anti-Nazi conspiracy have been shot. This 
brings to 96 the number executed for com- 
plicity in an alleged plot to pave the way 
for an Allied invasion. The organization 
must be widespread if it has so many 
leaders, and the gauleiters must think it

Nature Fights Against The Nazis, De 


Germans Themselves Are 
Sickened by Excesses 
of Hitlerites 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 
A raging debate is going on 
amongst critics and laymen about 
John Steinbeck’s book and play, 
“The Moon is Down.” The pros 
and cons line up on the question 
whether the book is good or bad 
war propaganda, Some think it's 
“terrible.” I heard a young 
woman at a 
party the other 
night say that 
the book ought 
to be suppress- 
ed because it 
depicts the Ger- 
mans in so sym- 
pathetic a role, 
and anyhow is 
“sentimen tal 
tripe.” The New Dorothy 
Republic is tak- Thompson 
ing a somewhat similar line. 
And

book/play are as 
energetic on the other side, They 
acclaim it as “great” and a “work 
of genius.” 

T do not think that Mr, Stein- 
beck’s book is “great.” It is no 
\“War and Peace’; no “Vanity 
|Fair’; no “Tale of Two Cities,” 
|It is a simple book about invasion 
and occupation, and the way in- 
vaders and invaded behave, 
| I happen to think that it is a 
superb piece of propaganda in 
the best sense of that much- 
abused word, If I were in charge 
of political warfare against the 
Nazis, I would have this book 
translated in tiny halite size 
and drop it over all the occupied 
countries, 

I think it is utterly convincing, 
because I believe it is true. I 
think this is the way invaders 
and invaded do behave. And I 
find it immensely moving be- 
cause of its understatement, and 
a detached objectivity—as though 


the supporters of Mr./the author were simply record- 


ing what happens without per- 
sonal emotion or bias, 

The adverse critics of Mr. 
Steinbeck’s work are outraged 
that the German commander is so 
sympathetic a figure. He is de- 
picted as a highly civilized man. 
He does not like his job—it re- 
volts him emotionally, But even 
more, he does not believe in it 
intellectually. And yet he does 
it—as efficiently as it can be 
done, 

He is ruthless, because he is a 
soldier, and these are his orders. 
He is inquiring and skeptical and 
extraordinarily illuminated, 

More than anybody in the 
whole drama he fully sees, 

Now the Nazis are not supposed 
to be like that—although there is 
No indication that Colonel Lanser 
is a Nazi, 

He is a German officer. Or 
perhaps no German officers are 
supposed to be like that—or any 
Germans whatsoever. But some 
are. 


I know dozéns of German offi- 
cers who were thoroughly 
mature when I last enjoyed 
friendly relations with them, and 
they were just like that, 


Power 


But, as I see it, the €normous 
power in Mr. Steinbeck’s drama 
is that it is not an attack on Nazis, 
It js an attack on Nazism. And 
in Mr, Steinbeck's deeply humane 
drama, everyone is a victim of 
Nazism—the conquered and the 
conquerors, For Nazism is stupid 
and false and cruel; it is a phil- 
osophy founded upon human 
baseness, sadism, egotism,. and 
the competitive spirit at its crass- 
est and crudest. It is a philosophy 
of contempt for people, who, in 
its eyes, are either top-dogs who 
take delight in ruling over cring- 
ing subjects, or underdogs who 
can be bought or coerced. 

And, says Mr. Steinbeck véry 
simply: People are not like that. 
People are not very goof, but 


Four Major Fears That Haunt Humanity 


Prime Minister King Gave sawing apprehensions which not 


Definition of Them 
Years Ago 
By HAROLD L, WEIR 

Twenty-five years ago, William 
Lyon Mackenzie King, now prime 
minister of Canada, wrote a book 
which was then regarded, and is 
still regarded, as one of the clas- 
sics of economic sociology. 

Mr. King’s book was called 
“Industry and Humanity,” and it 
contained a very profound study 
of the individual ‘ 
in the | social- 
economic sys- 
tem. In it, he 
enunciated tle 
four major fears 
which haunt 
humanity and 
which under- 
mine, not only 
the security of 
the individual, 
but, through 
him, the secur- 
ity of the state. 

The distinguished author noted 
these four major fears as follows. 

1, “Where, despite willingness 
to work, work is not to be had.” 

2. “Where, through sickness 
and invalidity, the capacity to 
earn is gone.” 

3. “Where age is confronted 
with the alternative of poverty or 
dependence.” 

4, “Where the privation conse- 
quent upoh unavoidable loss of 
work is aggravated by the neces- 
city of extra outlays.” 


Four Freedoms 


It is significant that a quarter 
of a century later, President 
Roosevelt should found upon Mr. 
King's study his definition of the 
“four freedoms” which he de- 
clared it was necessary for man- 
kind to attain. 

The “four freedoms” of Mr. 
Roosevelt are no more thgn the 
elimination of the “four fears” 
pointed out years before by Mr. 


Harold L. Weir 


King. 
It is towards these “four 
freedoms” that all would move 


who champion so passionately 
the immediate inauguration of a 
comprehensive social security 
program in Canada. 

It is with the conquering of the 
“four fears” that they are deter- 
minedly concerned, 

For both the achievement of 
the “freedoms” and the conquest 
of the “fears” are part and parcel 
of what is called today “social 
security.” 

Social security aims primarily 
of ridding humarr society of those 


only reduce the productive capa- 
city of the individual and, 
through him, of the state, but 
also reduce the individual's legi- 
|timate enjoyment of life. 
Social security, therefore, is 
inot only a project aimed at the 
|increase of human happiness, but 
ja project essential to human effi- 
ciency and national strength. 
Since the latter becomes of 
jsupreme importance during war 
time, it is obvious that social 
security is an imperative war 
problem, even more pressing in 
these times than in@ormal times. 


Social Justice 
Thus, it is clear that the altern- 
ative title of “social justice” 


which is also applied to social 
security, does not go quite far 
enough, — 

Justice, of course, is the ethical 
basis of social security. But 
social security implies also the 
material safety of the state, par- 
ticularly in war time, 

For the final indivisible unit of 
every war effort is the individual 
human being. His contentment, 
his morale and his spirit are the 
| greatest factors in determining 
| the extent of his contribution to 
the state, 

The morale of the individual, 
indeed, ig even more important 
than his numbers. No substitute 
has yet been found for the gal- 
lant and unconquerable heart in 
war. 

Yet how can we expect the 
maximum effort from our young 
men and young women when 


| the anxiety connected with an 
uncertain future in case of sick- 
ness, in case of unemployment 
and in case of a helpless old age. 

How can we expect anyone to 
do his or her best as victims of 
what Mr. King so eloquently de- 
scribed and called the ‘four 


fears.’’? 
Inadequate 


A start has been made along 
the line of social security in Can- 
ada with the establishment of 
Unemployment Insurance and a 
|rudimentary form of Old Age 


Pensions, 
Thus, the field has been 
broken. The project of social 


security is not a strange or an 
alien thing in this country, There 
| is no need to “sell” the principle 
|of it. On the contrary, the gov- 
ernment, even though its provi- 
sions in these matters have been 
totally inadequate, has definitely 
subscribed to the thory of the 
thing.

|tion for overseas service? 


The point is that the program 
of social security, to be effective, 
must be complete. The principle 
must be fully implemented, 

Unemployment Insurance can- 
not function adequately, for in- 
stance, without Health Insurance. 

A Retirement Allowance which 
fails to provide a monthly sum 
that old folk can live on, at an 
age when, if they lose their jobs, 
they cannot hope to get other 
ones, is merely a token recogni- 
tion of the need, It fulfils no 
concrete purpose at all. 


Time Is Now 


The time to launch a complete 
and adequate social security pro- 
gtam is right now for two con- 
vineing reasons: 

1, Because Canada, in these 
days of war, needs the maximum 
efficiency of her people. And 
maximum efficiency can only be 
secured by elimination of the 
“four fears,” 

2. Because, with employment 
of employables and salaries at a 
maximum peak, an equal oppor-

History Confirms 


Now, it happens that history 
supports Mr. Steinbeck.

Everything the Nazis are now 
doing to Poland was done by her 
masters before, Her institutions 
were destroyed; her leading fig- 
ures were exiled. 

And yet, at the first breath of 
an Opportunity for freedom, the 
whole nation rose. 

As a matter of fact, the Ger- 
mans brought all sorts of “cul- 
tural benefits” to Poland. 

They laid out roads and towns 
and introduced that “order” for 
which they are justly famous. 

But the Poles didn’t like ‘em. 
Not after 150 years they didn’t. 
They didn’t like being underdogs. 

People don’t. 


Human Side 


Mr. Steinbeck’s accusers seem 
annoyed by his absolute faith 
that we are going to win this war 
because we are on the side of the 
human race. They fear that if 
we admit that any Germans may 
also belong to the human race, 
we are weakening our case. They 
are apprehensive that people 
who read this book or see this 
play will conclude that all we 
have to do is to let nature take 
its course. 

But actually our war is a part 
of nature taking its course. It 
was inevitable that the nature of 
man would revolt against Nazism 
and Nazi conquest, Mr. Stein- 
beck never suggests that this war 
can bé won by human nature 
alone. He does suggest that 
human nature being what it is, 
human rage and human ingenuity 
will create the weapons with 
which to wage the war—little 
weapons for little men in little 
countries, and big weapons for 
more powerful men in great 
countries. But all the weapons 
are merely instruments to arm 
the revolt of the human soul. And 
he suggests that this revolt of the 
human soul will defeat Nazism— 
and that even some Nazis know 


it, 

Mr. Steinbeck does not hate. 
Hatred is not for poets, neither 
hatred nor argument. His book 
and his play are judgment.

Most Generous 


Nothing could have been more 
fortunate for Quebec than the 
fortunes of war which brought it 
under British sovereignty. Bri- 
tain proved most generous, The 
province, previously ridden by 
the corruption of the French 
court, was given honest and 
stable government. The people, 
60,000 in number, prospered 
mightily under enlightened treat- 
ment, and today number more 
than 4,000,000 if their brothers in 
other provinces and in New Eng- 
land are taken into considera- 
tion. 

Prosperity, first under British 
rule and then under self-govern- 
ment, brought not contentment 
but ambition, Confederation 
opened the vista to new expan-

Quebec is not indifferent to the

nited Nations to win it and 
feels confident of their ability to 
do so without her help; or, at 
most, with very little help from 
her beyond an economic contri- 
bution, 

Quebec feels that she has 
undertaken a task which is of 
more importance to her than the 
winning of the war, victory in 
which she now feels is guar- 
anteed by the entry of the United 
States. 

The task is to repossess al! of 
Canada, and how can she do s0 if 
she sends her sons abroad in 
thousands to be shot and maimed 
when they could be at home 
fathering large families? Nothing 
must distract her attention from 
the main purpose, the basic plan. 
She has “no flair” for such a 
“foreign war’; the “English”® 
have—meaning English-speaking 
Canadians, Britain and the 
United States. Let them do it. 

To suggest that Prime Minis‘er 
King and other members of his 
government have been remiss in 
their duty for not having edu- 
cated Quebec to a “yes” decision 
in the plebiscite is absurd, 
Laurier himself could not have 
won them over.

Instead of playing them close to the

volunteer services, canteen workers 
and nursing school workers. 

He said the figures are the “best 
justification of the fact that the 
great mobilization of labor and 
manpower has gone with scarcely 
a ripple on the public surface.” 
Strikes are lower than ever in 
the history of the country and pro- 

duction higher than ever in the 
history of British industry, he de- 
clared, 

The minister said the army, when 
its chance comes, will demonstrate 
the power, character and courage 
of the British people.

Women’s Corps Barracks 
Are Nearing Completion 


At Edmonton Garrison

The Second World War has brought many surprises. 
And one of the most surprising of surprise “packages” has 


come to Edmonton. 

It's in the form of the first mil- 
{tary barracks for women in the 
history of the city. 

For a month now, workmen have 
been rushing to completion two 
trim, green painted buildings just to 
the southwest of the Prince of 
Wales Armory, 

Early in June these buildings will 


be occupied by from 25 to 50 mem- | # 
Women's | 


bers of the Canadian 
Army Corps, stationed in Edmonton 
and now serving, for the most part, 
in clerical posts at garrison head- 
quarters. 

A tour of the new “hutments” for 


Women only revealed that members , 


of Canada's women's army will dwell 
in quarters that are comfortable, 
modern, cheerful and practical, 
The building to the north will be 
the living quarters for enlisted wo- 
men and N.C.O.'s. The one to the 


south will be the living quarters of | 
the recreational | 


the officers and 
centre for all ranks of the C.W.A.C. 
MAIN BUILDING 


The main building is 104x24 ft., 
with an additional wing 24x56 ft. 

The building, housing the officers’ 
quarters and the recreation rooms, 
is 24x68 ft. 

Built to accommodate 50, the 
main building is divided into 15 
cubicles or bedrooms, each 10x12 
ft. in area. 

Each cubicle has four lockers that 
Can also be used as seats and there 
is a large window, equipped with 
shades and screens in each cubicle. 

Showers and bath tubs are pro- 
vided in both buildings, and there 
will be a fully eqquipped laundry at 
the rear of the main building, 

And there's a storage room for 
general stores and a trunk room. 
BUILT INTO WALLS 


Clothes closets are built into the 


walls of each cubicle and the wo-| 


men soldiers will be able to keep 
looking their best thanks to several 
full length mirrors. 

Flooring in both buildings is of 
fir, filled and varnished. Walls are 
of gyprock plasterboard, painted 
buff, while the ceilings are white 
enamel. 

Lower walls in vestibules and 
halls have plyboard wainscotting. 

The buildings are insulated with 
rockwool, an insulating material re- 
sembling oakum, 

Exteriors of the two buildings are 
covered by a greenish hued mineral 
coated rubberoid. The roofs are 
painted red. They are steam-heated. 

Poole Construction company 
erected the structures, and it is es- 
timated the cost of construction is 
about $30,000. 

ARMY REGULATIONS 

Regular army regulaions will be 
strictly enforced at Edmonton's first 
women's barracks, Cpl. Helen E. 
Stewart. who is in charge of 21 
C.W.A.C, members here stated. 

“That means Reveille at 6:15 am. 
and lights out gt 10:15 p.m.,” she 
said. 

Later, it is expected, an orderly 
room will be established. 

“We haven't any buglers yet but 
We may soon get them,” Cpl.

Use Candlewick Yarn | 
* This fluffy tufted boudoir rug will 
set off your dressing table for you.

Between the years of 1921-25 he 
was assistant military ettache in 
London, after which, followifg the 
tradiations of his ancestors, one of 
whom was ambassador to Vienna in 
the sixteenth century and another 
to Turkey in the eighteenth century,

Canadian Beef Cattle Price Placed On Par With U. S. 


Adjustment Of Ceiling 
Level To Be Permitted: 


OTTAWA, May 


21.—(CP)—Arrangements to guard 


against future beef shortages in Canada and maintain prices 
for cattle producers were announced yestgrday by Donald 
Gordon, chairman of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 


Three major steps have been de-+h 
cided on: 

1—Producers 
price which they woul normally 
receive for cattle shipped to the 
United States and exports will be 
controlled when necessary 

2—A control organization will 
purchase cattle from exporters in 
periods of short supply and Teall 


them in the domestic markets 


3B—Adjustments on ceiling prices | 
on beef will be permitted, giving | 
recognition to seasonal variations | * 
in cattle prices 


The effect of the plan on whole 
sale and retail prices will be an- 
nounced later, Mr, Gordon said. 
SHORTAGES REPORTED 

In recent weeks shortages of beef 
on eastern Canadian markets have 
been reported, while shipments to 
the United States under the quota 
which permits the export of more 
than 190,000 annually from Canada 
have been made at record speed. 

Mr. Gordon said the plan evolved 
lo ensure adequate domestic sup- 
plies of beef and protect the cattle 
producers on the export prices was 
“comprehensive.” 

Cattle producers will receive 
the export price for the number 
of cattle which could be exported 
to the United States, and the 
domestic market “will be sup- 
ported up to the level of beef 
ceiling prices until each export 
quota has been filled.” 

(Beef cattle shipments to the Un- 
ited States are divided into quar- 
terly quotas. The quarterly quota 

Starting on April 1 was filled early | 
in May and the next quota ship- | 
ments will start on July 1). | 


MAY TAKE WEEKS 

“The details of the organization 
necessary to carry out the plan may | 
take a few weeks, but immediate} 
relief from the present unsettled} 
condition in the beef industry will 
be given,” Mr, Gordon said. 

The board had recognized from 
the outset of price control the ne- 
cessity of season variations in the 
prices of certain agricultural pro- 
ducts, Beef cattle prices normally 
reached their lowest levels in Nov- 
ember, after which there was usu- 
ally a steady price rise to June of 
the following year. 

The necessity for such seasonal 
variations, to cover cost of winter- 
ing and to encourage winter finish- 
ing of cattle, now was being recog- 
nized by providing for adjustments 
in ceiling prices by periods through- 
out the full 12-month cycle, 

Mr. Gordon said the plan was 
the result of investigation and 
study in association with the ag- 
riculture department and repre- 
sentatives of producers and the 
beef trade, 

“The new plan includes a means 
of paying beef producers the export 
price for cattle which they would | 
normally ship to the United States | 
and provides a system for the con- 
trol of exports of cattle whenever 
shortages in the domestic supply of 


beef call for action,” Mr. Gordon 
said 
FOOD CORPORATION 

“A food corporation, to be oper- | 
ated under the board foods admin- 


istrator (Gordon Taggart), will be 


established. 


“The food corporation will, in 
periods of short supply, acquire 
beef cattle from exporters in such 
numbers as may be required to 
maintain domestic supplies of beef, 
and will re-sell such cattle in the 
domestic market at prices consist-, 
ent with wholesale beef prices.” 

To make this control

For every Bank of Canada note 
received by the bank, the bank 
could issue money to the value of 
ten times the value of the Bank of 
Canada note received, the premier 
stated. Thus, if a bank received 
notes from the Bank of Canada to 
the face value of $35, it could issue 
jloans totalling $350, Thus, he de- 
clared, the profit in this type of 
business was enormous,

roots; and it must influence secular 
education, * 


STRIKES FOUNDATION 


“As we get further involved, we 
see more clearly that the present 
struggle strikes at the very founda- 
tion of the church and Christian 
faith,” Dr, Tuttle asserted. “We 
are well aware of the profound 
blasphemy of the Nazi doctrines, 
and the churches as a body must 
see to it that the Christian light 
jand the long-term strategy of God 
is thrown into the struggle.” 

He declared that the church has 2 
unique and urgent responsibility in 
attempting national and world unity. 
and advocated the joint effort of all 
religious groups to “speak unitedly 
as Christians” for the maintenance 
of the only sure ground of unity, 
based on a common moral and 
spiritual ground. 

The moderator stated that the 
church is holding up well to its 
task in wartime. He told the meet- 
ing that despite “distractions and 
counter-attractions” there is good 
attendance at public worship ser- 
vices throughout Canada, 

Financial support is being given 
to both local funds and to the 
churches elsewhere he said. A con- 
tribution of: $58,000 has been given 
to the British churches, he said.

That the Japanese bayoneted 25 Australian prisoners 
after binding their captives’ arms, during the invasion of 
| northern New Guinea, was claimed here Thursday by a stu- 
| dent pilot of the Royal Australian Air Force, LAC. Garth 
| Munro, former junior reporter of the Albury Banner, Albury, 


“New South Wales. 
Deputy Mayor 


LAC. Munro said the story of 
the fiendish cruelty of the Jap- 
anese captors was told to a news- 
| paper friend of his working on 

the Sydney Times by an Aus- 
tralian soldier who miraculously 
survived the bayoneting and was 
able to crawl away to the bush 
after the massacre terminated. 


The wounded soldier was later 
rescued by a body of Australian 
troops who had escaped capture. 
In due course he returned to Aus- 
tralia 

The survivor stated the prisoners 
were first bound with ropes and 
then dragged, one at a time, behind 
some bushes, where they were de- 
liberately bayoneted. 


HEARD COMRADES 

Each man in awaiting his “turn” 
had to listen to the death cries of 
his comrades. 

The survivor was not struck in a 
vital spot and despite the fact the 
Japanese officer fired a bullet from 
a revolver into his shoulder as he 
lay among his dead companions, 
he still had sufficient vitality to 
crawl into the bush.
